and if the English speech is gradually becoming 
‘to the civilized world what the Franca 
was to the Levant, a very large part of the 
oredit and the responsibility devolves npon our 
American cousins. Still, we may fairly attribute 
the decreasing importance in the last few years 
of the knowledge of Spanish for commercial 
purposes to the characteristic tenacity and de- 
termination with which Scotsmen have mono- 
polized the trade of Chili, and the remarkable 
expansion of British capital enterprise in the 
Argentine. Bunt while the wide diffasion of a 
language bears testimony to the activity and 
success of the race to which it is native, there 
are pitfalls in this victorious progress. It is the 
least powerful nationalities’ which develop the 
greatest gifts of polyglotism; but the race 
which, because of its ubiqnity and its flourish- 
ing circamstances, falls into the temptation of 
being monoglot loses many advantages. The

that it embodied the views held and proclaim- 
ed by the said papers for many years. This 
did not please “Al-Garida” which apparently 
wished to claim novelty and initiative in the 
way of political programmes. It consequently 
published articles denying all agreement’ in 
tone with any proniinent paper and ridiculing 
the idea of having any views in common with 
such papers as ‘‘Al-Mokattam,” ‘‘Al-Moayad,” 
or “Al-Lewa” ; the other papers were not worthy 
of mention and their approval was of no 
moment to the last-born but.least known of 
Cairo’s daily newspapers. ‘“Al-Moayad” is now 
engaged in reviling the last-born and reveal- 
ing its unpardonable pride while “Al-Garida” is 
fighting with both hands striking right and 
lett: This may not.be dignifying, bnt it will 
certainly make the new venture better known. 
(“Al Watan”). 

THE CAPITULATIONS. 

Some of our contemporaries stated. that 
Lord Gromer’s project anent the Capitulations 
is abandoned. But the Alexandria Cogrespon- 
dent of the “Phare d’Alexandrie” denies this 
and says that Austria and Germany have 
agreed to it, while France and Italy have 
shown some reserve, 

This reserve cannot be explained as entire 
rejection. These two powers are considering 
some modifications that may snit their in- 
terests. Mr. Rossetti’s mission to the Sudan 
might have some connection with this ques- 
tion. For Italy is now searching for some 
compensation to counterbalance her approval 
of Lord Cromer’s. project in'the form of some 
privilege in the Sudan and its Railways. 

It also appears that Marquis Salvago-Raggi 
who was Italy’s Agent in Cairo and is now 
the Governor of Eritrea is leaving for Rome 
to express his opinions on this subject to 
Signor Tittoni, the Secretary for” Foreign 
Affairs for Italy. 

‘This induces us to assure our readers that 
Lord Cromer’s: project is not yet abandoned 
althoagh we cannot express at the present 
moment any opinion as to whether it will be 
convenient to ,the European residents in 
Egypt or not ?(“Al Ahram.”) 

It is difficult to ascertain whether the Nation= 
alists, who follow Sheikh Aly Youssef and 
Hafez Awad are as much detested by Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel as the Egyptian Liberals. The 
letter of Mohamed Bey Wahid to Sir Edward 
Grey,is considered by Kamel to be as much an 
act of. high treason as the epistle of Hafez 
Awad to that functionary, especially since his 
own letter to Mr. Campbell Bannerman has 
failed to attract any public attention in 
England. The “Egyptian Standard” remarks:— 

A word to the authorities in England. 

You believe th-t a certain Wahid Eff. is the 
leader of an Egyptian Liberal Movement. The 
press, whether upon your instigation or not-— 
for us to decide—published, and in nine cases 
out of ten, praised a letter supposed to have 
been-sent from Helwan to the. Foreign Office. 
The ‘object of all this intrigne and counter- 
intrigue was to create an opinion in England, 
an opinion: which would take it for granted 
that the Egyptian National Movement was un- 
important, limited to one or two agitators (as 
you call them) whereas the Jarge body of 
Egyptians, poor, rich, educated, uneducated, 
recognised Wahid Eff as their leader. 

Weare willing to test the accuracy of this 
report. Let Wahid Eff. arrive in Cairo at a 
given honr. Let his arrival be announced in all 
the papers (‘L’Egypte” included) for at least 
a week beforehand. Let all his supporters (sic) 
be entreated, exhorted to be at the station. 

How many people, excepting those officials 
sent by the authorities, do you think would be 
present to bail the leader (!) of the Liberal 
Party ? Not a dozen, not ten. We are willing to 
wager that not more than half a dozen would 
put in’an appearance !

DESTRUCTIVE- RAINS. 


(From ovuk OWN CORRESPONDENT). 


Nroosta, October 4. 
Heavy rains fell last week in many places, 
accompanied in some cases with hail. Con- 
siderable damage is reported to have been done 
in the Limassol vine district. This lasted but 
aday or so and the weather has since been all 
that the most exacting could desire. 


Use of Manure. f 

Farmers are now busy preparing their land 
for sowing. It ig noteworthy how greatly they 
have come to value their farm yard or khan 
manure. Only 8 to 4 years ago it was regarded 
as & “quantité négligeable” in agricultural 
economy. Very few indeed ever took the 
trouble to preserve or use it, and any amouut 
of it could’ be had for a mere song. That is all 
now changed. Everywhere farmers have awoke 
to the realization of its value. The force of 
example has brought this about. So long as 
no one used it advice and exhortation were 
wasted upon them. A practical object lesson 
has been afforded by the application of manure 
in the several Government gardens, ‘ dispersed 
about the Island and, by the large demand 
made upon existing stocks during the last two 
years by the Anglo-Egyptian Land Allotment 
Co., which has properties in four out of the six 
districts of the island, and | now the native 
farmers have been roused to follow the lead 
thus given them. 

Just ut this season one sees it being drawn 
out on to the fields, not only near the large 
towns, bat in little out-of-the-way villages. 
preparatory. to being spread i in anticipation of 
the early rains and sowing time. It is becom- 
ing no easy matter to obtain it, so tenacious 
are the farmers of their own stocks, and the 
Khan proprietors have soon learnt its market 
value. There is still much indifference and 
ignorance in regard to the proper manner of 
‘making’ this material, so as to preserve its 
useful properties ; the general opinion being 
that ‘manure is manure.’ No doubt its increas- 
ed value will soon lead to greater attention 
being paid to the methods of keeping it. Chem- 
ical manures are ‘still unknown to the aver- 
age farmer. The Anglo-Egyptian Company has 
imported a certain quantity, and some experi-

Mr. Churchill's Visit. 

The “Daily Mail” thus comments on Cypras 
in regard Mr, Winston Charchill’s visit:— 

There is just one littlé addition which Mr. 


Churchill has made to the tour which proves’ 


the master tourist mind—Cyprus. As it stands 
at present, the circular trip embraces Malta— 
Cyprus—Aden -Mombasa—Nairobi—Uganda 
—Gondokoro—the Upper Nile—Khartoom— 
Cairo-—Malta; Now, the ordinary tourist: hesi- 
tates about going to Cyprus — the means of 
commmunidation may well give him pause. 
Few boats and often irregular rans are his fate, 
and even:when he reaches the island the ac- 
commodation he finds is at present somewhat 
primitive, while the hopelessly indolent com 
munity is often —well—“exacting.” Still, there 
is no more delightful place for a holiday, |) 
Nowhere can one find such soperb remains ot 
medievalism ; nowhere, save-perhaps, in parts 
of Greece, can one encounter such delicate 
instances of refngal to move with the times. 


Development of Cyprus. 

Possibly this accounts for the condition of 
Cypras. Under British rule, with, of course, 
the large tributary payment to the Turk —a 
payment which, apparently, many of the 
Greek inhabitants would like to repudiate — 
the island enjoys:a medium measure of pros- 
perity. It is quite true the~Greek element 
think the Millenniam would arrive if Great 
Britain handed Cyprue over to the Hellenic 
Government, One thing is certain, it would 
not do better materially. Within the seope of 
their financial means, the British authorities 
are doing good work in the ‘direction of agri- 
cultural development and especially reaffores- 
tation. But Cyprus has ng very great natoral 
wealth: it|ought to be a health resort and 
favourite spot for tired tourists, but it takes up 
an average holiday to go there and to. get. 
away from it. Amy ideas, therefore, which Mr, 
Churchill may be able to contribute towards 
cheap development will be welcome to all, as 
this country annually pays the deficit on the 
island budget. In any case, his presence, will 
have a stimulating and encouraging effect on 
the Britigh administrators, who are too often 
forgotten and overlooked. Yes, the visit to 
Cyprus .is a good idea, and it ought to “be 
really comfortable on H-M.S. “Venus.2.Only let 
Mr, Churchill beware of theexcessively smooth- 
tongaed Greek- They are all Front Bench ora- 
tors down there.

(Concluded) 


“Itis satisfactory to learn that the Director 
of Supplies of the Egyptian Army has just 
made a contract for 65,000 Indian grain 
sacks, 2 3/4 lbs, 44°—26 1/2", 8 porters 
by 9 shots, dry sewn, in bales of equal 
quantities, each bale containing such number 
as the contractor may wish. 
similar to those known 
Australian wheat bags.” 


with suppliers of Dundee-made grain sacks 
(of which samples may be seen at this. office) 
the present contract may inaugurate a gradual 
displacement of Dundee sacks by Indian sacks 
for all the purposes of the Egyptian Army—— 
especialy in the Soudan where a much smaller 
and lighter package thau in Egypt is required 
for handling and transport.” 

“As regards flour sacks the position seems 
to be less hopeful at present. The samples 
remain on view at this office, together with a 
copy of contract form and specification, but we 
have no information regarding any successful 
bid by an Indian manufacturer for the trade,” 

From enquiries we have made, it appears 
that the Egyptian Army formerly bought 2.3/4 
lb. grain sacks from Dundee. The price however, 
this year was too high, and it was, therefore, 
décided to have samples from Calcutta, with 
the result that the Authorities accepted a line 
of 65,000 Australian corn sacks. 


In view, however, of the statements contained 
in the third paragraph of the. cutting, we 
approached the Director of Supplies to the 
Egyptian Army with the object of ascertaining, 
amongst other things, to what extent he was a 
customer of Calcutta and Dundee, -whether,and 
if so why, he was dissatisfied with the Scotch 
bag, and whether there was. serious risk of the 
Scotch bags being replaced in his Adminis- 
tration by Indian ones. The Director very 
courteously replied to our enquiries, and 
with regard to the first point raised he 
stated “I believe I am correct in saying that 
the sacks or bags used in the grain and cotton 
trades in Egypt, and also for tibn, are nearly 
all imported from India, Consequently we 
haye always purchased these, and have gone 
to the Scotch manufacturers only for bags for 
special purposes, which are not readily found 
on the spot-viz : flour bags—and for bags of a 
particularly small size and light weight, which 
also, so faras I know, are pot used in commerce 
in Egypt, and do not exist in the coantry-viz ; 
small 2 lbs grain sacks.” 

We gather that the Indian bags purchased 


“by the Egyptian Army during 1905 and 1906 


were as follows : 1905 1906 
A. Grain bags. ... 3 4 lbs 8750 500 
ag epeay ee Sd | Nil 30400 

’. Cotton bags . . 34 Ibs 9500 20000 


With reference to the above figures, the 
Director stated that the 5 lb bags “are those 
jnost generally used, I believe, in the grain 
trade in Egypt, but they were found too heavy 
for easy handling in the Sudan, and [ do not 
propose to get any more of them.” 

“The Indian 23/4 lbs bag costs a little 
more than the Dundee 2 lbs one, but the size 
of the former is 44 by 26 1/2.as against 38 by 
21 of the latter. The former, therefore contains 
considerably more, and will thus, I think, 
probably prove a considerable economy. 

It is perhaps rather unfair to compare the 
cost .of the two, in that the latter were a 
special line made to our order, while the former 
are‘apparently largely made in India for the 
Australian wheat trade.” 


Perhaps the most serious point in the cutting 
from the Indian Trade Journal is the allegation 
that disputes almost invariably arise in _connec- 
tion with deliveries of Dundee-made grain 
sacks to the Egyptian Army. The statement 
in question is, unfortunately, only too true, for 
the Director of Supplies states: that “In any 
contracts of the recent years for Dundee made 
sacks, both flour and small grain, there have 
invariably been disputes on delivery as to 
quality and weight, and in each contract later 
deliveries have been better in both respects 
than the earlier. Hitherto I have not had 
disputes as to either quality or weight delivered 
as regards Indian-madé sacks.” 

As far a8 we can gather, the Army's princi- 
pal grounds of complaint in the past re Dundee 
sacks have been the following :. 

1, That the bags rapidly and considerably 
lost weight on being taken from the bales and 
exposed to the air. 

That the thickness of the texture was often 
inferior to the sample, notwithstanding that 
the porter and shot were correct. 

8. That there was a deficiency in the aver- 
age weight of the bags comprising the whole of | 
a bale, and that, in certain instances, bags ofa 
heavier quality than those ‘mentioned in the 
contract’ had been inserted in the bales in 
order, presumably, to bring the gross wight 
correct. 

We donot propose to discuss the question 
whether the Director of Supplies is justified in 
regarding’ that the above complaints are legiti- 
mate objections to Dundee sacks. We merely 
state the points, and leave Manufacturers to 
consider the same.

London, September 28th. . 


Brigadier General Godfrey, C.B., late of the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers, now at Cairo, 
will go on retired pay under the age rules on 
the 20th inst, and will vacate the appointment 
of Rrigadier General of Administration in the 
Scottish Command. General Godfrey com- 
manded the Ist Battalion of the Borderers 
from 1898 to 1902, and led them very straight 
in South Africa, He subsequently was appoint- 
ed to the command of the 25th Regimental 
District, and on giving that up two years ago 
was appointed to his present billet. He got his 
C.B. for his services in the South African War. 
Lieutenant J. H. Johnston, Royal Garrison 
Artillery, has been placed on duty with the 
Egyptian draft for the 1st Battalion King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps. 

Lieutenant R. A. Arkwright, 2nd Battalion 
Coldstream Guards, has been placed on half 
pay pro. tem. owing to ill health. 

Recruiting is being pushed for the Inniskil- 
ling Dragoons, row at Cairo. A number of very 
likely unen are being enlisted throyghout Ire- 
land, particularly in the North where it was 
eer in 1688, 

The number of British officers serving with 
the Egyptian Army has now reached the high 
total of 194. Of these 7 belong to the cavalry, 
5 tothe Royal Artillery, 20 to the Royal 
Engineers, 6 to the Foot Guards, 111 to the 
infantry and the balance to various corps and 
departments. A short time ago the total 
was 160. 

The battleship “Glory,” Captain Robert
